EDITORIAL: 


“BRIDGING THE GAP” 


If questioned on the subject, a 


steelworker will probably 
display considerable ignorance 
regarding the problems of a third 
grade teacher. Similarly, the 
teacher might well be at a loss to 
explain the function of a 
chemical engineer. 


In our industrialized society, it is 
apparent that the phenomenon 
of specialization has been 
accentuated to the point that 
many of us manage to maintain 
only superficial contacts outside 


our respective fields of endeavor. 


From time to time, a crisis such 
as a fire or an earthquake serves 
to remind us that we are 
dependent on our neighbors. But 
most of the time, we live and 


_ work in virtual isolation from 


each other and from the rest of 


the community... 


The danger of over-specialization 


is, of course, that it becomes 
increasingly difficult to establish 
a common fund of knowledge 
based on interaction between 
the various aspects of human 
experience and truth. 


This is, however, one sure way 
to bridge the gulfs between us 
and to make us realize that we 
are all in the human predicament 
together. Even the scientist 
exploring the very frontiers of 
human knowledge can agree that 
Christianity is an indispensable 
part of the meaning of existence. 
Although we recognize that 


exist, there is no reason why the 
individual seeker after truth 
must insist that his quest is 
important and unique above all 
others. 


Love of God is not an enemy of 
science or knowledge. By joining 
hands in His light, we can add a 
new dimension of depth and 
understanding to our lives. 
This new perspective will do 
much toward bridging the gap 
between the compartments of 
human learning which all too 
often is created and maintained 
by ignorance and prejudice.

BISHOP CORNELIUS RANGE, SR. 
DD., LL.D., Field Diocese Bishop * 
Evangelist Speaks, Pastor 
G.0.G.1.G. 


According to police estimates 


the funeral of the late Bishop 


Cornelius Range, 82, pastor and 
founder of Range’s Temple 
Church of God in Christ, 2nd 
St. and Central Ave., was 
possibly the largest ever in this 
city. 


Hearing the eulogy delivered 
over his remains were actually 
some 800 moumers from about 
26 states. About one half of 
these overflowed from _ the 
Temple into Calvary. Baptist 
Church about a half square away 
to where a communications 
setup carried the four-hour 
service. 


Delivering the eulogy was Bishop — 


F.D. Washington of Brooklyn, 
N.Y., secretary and member of 
the general board of the 
connection. His sermon dwelt on 
“The Ultimate Victory and 
Service” rendered by Bishop 
Range during his 47 year career 
in the church. 


It was from these final rites that 
an estimated 250 cars, forming 
the longest funeral procession 
ever witnessed in. Delaware 
County, followed the. last 
remairis of Bishop Range to its 
final resting place in West 
Chester’s Rolling Green 
Memorial Park. 


An official of the connection 
told The Tribune that 
contributing to the large 
attendance at the services were 
two busloads of mourners from 
Boston where Dr. Range 


also had a congregation, another 


two from Washington, and a 
total of about 450 out-of-town 
carloads of persons. 


The closely driver cortege, which 
was escorted by two police cars, 
front and rear, was given special 
highway escort of motorcycled 
officers. 


Attending church officials from 
throughout the 26. states 
numbered close to 100. 


The deceased was one of the 
pioneering apostles of The 
Church of God in Christ. He 
established his infant 
congregation in Chester in 1924 
and from that period on became 
a recognized churchman and 
community leader in the 
Delaware County area. 


For a number of years the 
nationally and internationally 
travelled churchman, although at 
the last a resident of Yeadon, 
Pa., had contributed much to 
Chester. 


He had several times been cited 
for community services in 
Chester, had contributed to both 
civic, church and educational 
programs. 


Participating in the memorable 
finale rites were Dr. Anne Lee 
Bailey, national supervisor, 
Women’s Department, 
International Church of God in 
Christ; Dr. Ozro T. Jones, Jr.; 
Mmes. Ernestine Washington of

ndgar French McClelian Was 


May 14, 1904, the only son of 
Henry and Zula Buiton 
McClellan. : 


He attended public school in 
Memphis, Tennessee and worked 
there as a young man. In 1925, 
in the city of Chicago, Illinois, 
he was married to Miss Beatrice 
Huff, To this union were born 
ten children. 


In early manhood he entered the 
ministry, studied at Moody Bible 
Institute of Chicago, and in 
1930 was ordained as an elder of 
the Church of God in Christ. He 
rose rapidly to eminence as a 
preacher, orator and Bible 
expositor extraordinaire. During 
the early years of the depression 
he preached out and pastored 
several churches in the State of 
Tennessee. 


December 1934 found Elder 
McClellan following the Lord’s 
leading to the city of Buffalo, 
New York. He conducted at that 
time a 30-day revival for the 
congregation of 501 Clinton 
Street, whose former pastor 
Elder T. J. Jennifer had resigned 
in early 1934, Returning on 
April 26, 1935, he be caine 
pastor of the flock by a 
unanimous vote of the 
congregation. He worked 
fervently with the pioneer 
laymen who kept the fires of 
enthusiasm burning. The small 
congregation in 1939 purchased 
property at 96 Spruce Street and 
simultaneously was incorporated 
as Holy Temple Church of God 
in Christ under the church 
laws of the State of New York. 


February 1949 saw the pastor 
and congregation begin 


excavation for the basement of 
the present site of Holy Temple 
which was completed in May, 
1949, With much hard labor and 
sacrificial giving on the part of 
members and friends, we were 
able to occupy and dedicate in 
March 1952 the imposing 
structure which stands as one of 
Buffalo’s most beautiful. 
Pentecostal sanctuaries. It has 
progressed to its present 


~ proportions under the enviable 


pastoral abilities found in Bishop 
McCleilan. 


He has served pastorates in 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania and 
Lackawanna, New York. In 
Western New York before the 
division of the _ diocese, 
Bishop McClellan served ably as 
a District Superintendent, 
Chairman of the Elder’s Council 
and State expeditor. He was 
consecrated to the Bishopric in 
1967. 


Bishop McClellan was ituly a 
servant of the people giving 
unstintingly of his time and 
resources to anyone in need of 
them. He received numerous 
citations and recommendations 
as tangible measures of the 
esteem in which he was held. He 
will be sorely missed first as a 
father and grandfather, pastor, 
state leader, well-known 
Bible-teacher and friend of many 
across the nation.

Theme: “Greatness and the 
Mantle of Power 


Scripture Texts: For he shall be 
great in the sight of the Lord 
and shall drink neither wine nor 
strong drink; and he shall be 
filled with the Holy Ghost, even 
from his mothers womb...Luke 
1: 15. Matthew 11:11, Verily I 
say unto you, among those born 
of women there has not arisen a 
greater than John the Baptist: 
notwith-standing he that is least 
in the kingdom of heaven is 
greater than he. 


Not too long ago, ! had an 
occasion to be conferring with 
one of New York’s leading 
broadcasters in his office. There 
was a program package and 
announcement that we were 
putting together, but we had not 


~seen each. other.for sometime : 
ne Pee ea ae Naas eta pena pa bao ~§ Yi b u t , t 
and prior to getting down to 6 aa 


business, we were bringing each 
other up to. date about 
happenings subsequent to our 
last meeting. I mention this 
because in the course of that 
conversation Brother Joe Bostic 
(as we. affectionately call him) 
related something to me about 
the late Bishop C. H. Mason, 


(Founder and for 60 years the 
illustrous leader of The Church 
of God in Christ). He said to me, 
“J was sitting in The First 
Church of God in Christ one 
Sunday night over twenty-five 
(25) years ago and your father, 
Bishop Frank Clemmons (he was 
Elder Clemmons then), was in 
charge. The place was packed, 
there was an air of anticipation 
that had gripped everyone. “Dad 
Mason”’, was coming! Everybody 
wanted to see him.” He said, I 
had never seen Bishop Mason, 
but from the testimonies and 
eager expectation of that vast 
audience, I felt that he certainly 
must be an unusually powerful 
man. Every seat was taken, the 
lobby was filled and the crowd 
spilled out into the street. Soon 
he appeared! He was not at all 
what I. envisioned. Short of 
statue, a thin little man who 
though given to no pomp and 
circumstance carried a strange 
and contagious dignity. He had a 
‘charisma that pulled you to him. 
He waited for no usher to escort 
him. He moved briskly down the 
center disle and simply waved his 
hand in prayer. Brother Bostic 
said, “there “was something rare 
about the way that little man 
carried the mantle of Power and 
Dignity”. Not at all like other 
men who head vast institutions; 
who command the allegiance of 
the masses. He said, “I was 


caught up in an experience that 
night, that I had before nor have 
I had since”. He said, “It wasnt’t 
what he said because I had a 
difficult time following him”, 
but just watching’ him did 
something to me and for me. 
And that vast audience was 
moved as with an_ electric 


current,” He said, “I felt at that 


meeting, it seemed that I had 
been transported into a new 
world. Not many men can stand 
at the pinnacle of power and 
carry that mantle with the 
humility and grace of that man. 
He seemed unaware of 
adulation. If the people 
worshipped him, he did not 
know it because, he was so 
caught up in worshipping God.” 


Brother Bostic and I had to 
quickly get through with the 
main business that had brought 
us together, so that we could 
give most of our attention to 
this discovery of a man whose 
life and carriage obviously 
fascinated each of us. For you 
who knew Bishop Mason, you 
can agree with Brother Bostic 
that, rare in history have there 
been men of great power who 
could carry that mantle so that 
the masses could be set free 
rather than oppressed; As 
Kipling would say, “walk with 
Kings and not lose the common 
touch”. There is. something 
about that mantle of power; that 
control over the lives of the 
masses; that. tremendous 
influence to determine the 
course of history, that does 
something to men. There are not 
many like Ghanda, Lincoln, 
Mason, Eleanor Roosevelt and 
Mary McLeod Bethune. I think 
this is why you take this time to 
Bishop 


Goldsberry. Somehow he. 


embodies and personifies that 
rare quality. One is able - to 
discern God putting the reins of 
power in his hands, but he is 
careful to remind all alike that , 
**Christ is the Center of 
Attraction”. 


Lord Acton once said, “Power 
corrupts and absolute power 
corrupts absolutely’’. 


When Professor Charles Beard, 
who for many. years taught 
History at Columbia University 
in New York, was asked to sum 
up what History had taught him 
over his 50 year career, he made 
four statements. The first was: 


‘Whom the gods would destroy, | 


they first make mad _ with 
power”. J. William Fulbright, 
Chairman of the . Senate 
Relations Committee, wrote a 
volume called the Arrogance of 
Power in which he says, “power 
tend to confuse itself with virtue 
and a great nation is peculiarly 
susceptible to the idea that its 
power is a sign of God’s 
favor...however confuses _ itself 
with virtue and also takes itself 
for omnipotence. He said, “I 
hope America will escape those 
fatal temptations of power 
which have ruined other great 
nations and will...confine herself 
to doing the good in the world 
that she can do, both by direct 
effort and by the force of her 
own example”. Most wars are 


fought over obstractions. The 
causes attributed to 
them-territory, markets, 
resources, defence or protection 
of great principles, are not root 
causes, but explanations or 
excuses, The real motive is some

little man’s misuse of power and 
the pschologieal. need to prove 
himself bigger, better or stronger 
than others. This is true whether 
the power struggle is at the 
International level between 
nations, at the ecclesiastical level 
between church-men or at the: 
familiar level between husbands 
and wives, brother and sisters. 


I agree with Abraham Heschel 
that it is the bitter irony of 
history that the common people, 
who are devoid of power and are 
the prospective victims of its 
abuse are the first to become the 


‘ally of him who accumulate 


power. Power is spectacular and 
it attracts the powerless, but it 
has a tendency to breed conceit. 
The ancient ‘prophets railed 
against it, for its pious forms and 
deceivingly humble — guises 
mislead the unsuspecting and 
guillibie masses. The preached 
that the hunger of the powerful 
knows no _ satisfaction, the 
appetite grows on what it feeds. 
Power exhalts itself and _ is 
incapable of yielding to God’s 
judgement. It listens to no voice. 
Yet men worship men who wield 
power. The prophets repudiated 
the power of men as an object of 
supreme adoration. They 


denounced the arrogant, the 
boastful, the haughty. 


It is true as Paul Tillick has said, 
that this world is an arena in 
which men vie for power. It is 
true that the possession of 
power is an indespensible means 
of doing even the good that one 
knows. It is wrong to say that 
the possession of power is not 
needed or desirable. But apart 
from love and justice it becomes 
naked might and crude force. 


We are told that, Napolean once 
declared .to his Minister of 
Education, “Do you know 
Fontanes what astonishes me 
most in this world?’ The 
inability of force to create 
anything. In the long run the 
Sword is always beaten by the 
spirit. 


All men who have potential for 
greatness and - or who aspire to 
greatness must make a decision 
about the mantle of power, that 
they would wear. .All men who 
have had the reins of power put 
into their hands have not been 
great men, and all men who have 
achieved human greatness have 
not been truly great and, there 
have been men .who have had 
none of the human symbols of 
greatness; who compared to 
powerful rulers of this world, 
were helpless and at the mercy 
of the powerful yet who had an 
indomitable inner quality that 
created a power that blessed the 
world and altered the course of 
history. 


History -has produced some 
moving scenes which 
demonstrate this fact Socrates 
standing before his captors. 
Jesus standing before Pilate. 
John the Baptist confronting 
Herod the Great. Ghandi 
challenging the might of the 
British Empire, Martin Luther at 
the . Diet of Worms. John 
Wycliffe and John Huss awaiting 
their fiery death, Martin Luther 
King facing Bull Connor and ail 
of his massive power and vicious 
might on the streets of 
Birmingham, Ala. These were 
men who had soul power, that 
confronted the might of men

and nations and systems of.evil 
and turned history upward. 


I desire to simply lift up on 
example. 


In Luke 1: 66, the anxious 
crowd asked concerning a 
newborn child, “What manner of 
child shall this be?”’ 


They were told,...““He shall be. 


great in the sight of the Lord, 
what? ‘“‘He shall be great not 
according to men’s standards, 
but great in the sight of the 
Lord, and shall drink neither 
wine nor strong drink, and he 
shall be filled with the Holy 
Ghost, even from his mother’s 
womb. And many of _ the 
children ‘of Israel shall he turn to 
the Lord their God. And he shall 
go forth in the spirit and power 
of Elijah to turn the hearts of 
the fathers to the children and 
the disobedient to the wisdom 
of the Just to make ready a 
people prepared for the Lord.” 
He shall be great in the sight of 
the Lord. This is true greatness. 
God wanted a man that he could 
use. He wanted a great man fora 
great task. He couldn’t find 
anyone among the religious 
leaders, not among the political 
leaders, so he decided to make 
Himself one who would be great 
in according to His standards. 


John the Baptist had not one ; 


qualification for the Rabbinic 
Priesthood, but had every 
qualification to become great in 
the sight of .the Lord. 
Immediately before his coming 
there had been four-hundred 
progressive 
deterioration in the spiritual 
things that count. Israel, God’s 
chosen people had lost her soul, 


oh, she was going through the 


motions. She was immersed in 


ceremony, sacrifice with a river 
of beasts blood for her 
atonement and a pompous 
priesthood for her mediator. But 
there as four-hundred (400) 
years of silence without “a word 
from the Lord’. What an Army 
of priests could not do in 400 
years, one man sent of God - 
God fashioned, God-filled, 
God-fired did in six months. 
John the Baptist was trained in 
the wilderness - God’s University 
of silence. He was there until the 
day of his showing forth. When 
God wanted to stir a tepid 
nation from its sensual slumber 
and make a major turn-in history 
for the redemption of mankind 
who would be better filted than 
this sun-scorched, fire-baptized, 
desert-bred prophet, sent of 
God, whose face was like the 
judgment morning, with the 
light of God in his eyes, the 
trumpet of God fo his lips, the 
authority of God in his voice 
and the passion God in his soul. 
This leathergirdled, 
leatherlunged prophet with a 
time—limit ministry 
burned and shine d 
until there was a steam of 
derelict humanity streaming 
down to the Jordan who heard 
his hot-tongued heart .burning 
message and went home with 
blistered souls to spend sleepless 
nights until they were broken in 
repentance. John had a 
strangenss about him - He was 
strange in his doctrine, no 
ceremony, no_ sacrifice, no 
circumcision. He was strange in 
his diet - locust and wildhoney. 
He was strange in his dress. 


John was a voice. Most preachers 
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are only echols. If you. listen, 


“you will be ablé to tell the latest 


books they have read, and how 
little of The Book they know. 
Brethern, most of us have 
equipment, but not enduement. 
We have commotion but not 
creation, we have action but not 
unction, we have rattle but not 
revival, we are dogmatic but not 
dynamic. 

At the doors of our churches are 
the masses unwon, because they 
unreached, unreached because 
they are unloved. Thank God for 
men like Bishop Goildberry. 
Thank God for men with Soul 
Power. men who carry that 
Mantle like C. H. Mason and 
John the Baptist. Little wonder 
Jesus said, of John the Baptist - 
*‘Among those born of women 
there has not arisen a greater 
than John the Baptist; 
notwith-standing he that is least 
in the Kingdom of heaven the 
Kingdom of heaven is. greate 
than he. 


John was great in his fidelity to 
God. John was great in his 
submission the the Spirit. John 
started a moral revolution. Read 
your bible. He turned the hearts 
of the fathers to the children. He 
bridged the generation gap. John 
had the courage of. his 
conviction and put his life 
the line for a 
Christ-centered. He made Jesu 
Christ the Center of Attraction.

Funeral services were held 
Saturday noon in the church 
which bares the name of the late 
Bishop Cornelius Range, 82, of 
50 E. Providence Rd., Yeadon. 


Bishop Range a native of 
Junction City, Mo. was founder 
and builder of Range’s Temple 
Church of God in Christ, 2nd St. 
and Central Ave., which on 
Saturday afternoon was packed 
to overflowing with mourners, 
family and churchmen of his 
connection. 


The prelate came to Chester in 
1924, began his local career in a 
small store front building in the 
1600 block of W. Third St., then 
into a tent church at 6th and 
Tilghman Sts., and finally into 
the stone edifice from which he 
was finally buried. 


Bishop Range died at his 
residence in Yeadon Monday, 
following a long period of 
illness. Besides building in 


_ Chester he also established a 


church in Boston where he also 
- had a home and was bishop for 
12 years of the New England 
State Church of God in Christ. 


At the peak of his career in 
Chester, the deceased was one of 

the most colorful pulpiteers in 
- Delaware County. 


For a number of years he 
_ broadcasted services from the 


Chester church over™ “Station 


_ WEEZ and became known in the 
area for the baptismal services he 

frequently held in the Delaware 
River. 


In 1965 HE was cited for church 
and community leadership by 
District Judge James H. Gorby, 
then mayor of the city. He 
received honorary doctor of 
laws, doctor of divinity and 
doctor of letters degrees from 
Trinity Hall College in 
Springfield, Ill. 


He was editor of the National 
_Evangelist Speak, official paper 
of the Church of God in Christ, 
Ine. 


He was a member of the 
American School in New York, 


the American Ministerial 
Association, the council of 
Trinity Hall College and 


Seminary, and was a member of 
the Academie Council and 
Senate of the American 
International Academy. 


He received the Star and Cross 
Academic honor and was cited 
by the Community Leaders of 
America. 


The deceased is survived by his 
widow, Mother Lovey Range; 
three sons, Rev. Cornelius 
Range, Jr., of Newark, N.J. and 
Mason and Robert, both of 
Dorchester, Mass.; four 
daughters - Mrs. Lena Foggie of 
Dorchester; Mrs. Earnestine 
Davis of Randolph, Mass.; Mrs. 
Dorothy Bethel, of Newton, 
Mass., and Mrs. June Elan of 
Milton, Mass., 14 grandchildren 
and one great-grandchild. 


Interment was in Rolling Green 
Memorial Park, West Chester.

people went to jail to integrate 
the lunch-counters, long before 
Montgomery March of 1957, 
Bishop C. H. Mason refused to 
preach to segregated audiences. 
He was tarred and feathered in 
Mississippi and preached until 
women screamed, “turn that 
nigger loose” as the town of 
Lexington was ripped by 4a 
tornado. Long before young 


people took to the street to 


protest war. Bishop Mason was 


jailed in Paris, Texas because of 
his outspoken messages against 
war and alli violence. He preach, 


“He that taketh up the sword 


shall perish by the sword,‘ When 
the two judges who were to try 
his case both died, they turned 


‘his loose. 


In the Church of God in Christ 
we have a conviction that our 
wrestling are not with flesh and 
blood, but with principalities 
and, power and the rulers of the 
darkness of this world.

feet washing; Marriage; Divorce; 
Baptism; Faith, the Rapture and 
many other topics. Some 
subjects I will write about will 
depend on the response I receive 
in the letters from those who 


may appreciate this type of 
ministry. 


Q. To what part of the Bible is 
referred as the Old Testament? 


A. The Old Testament, 
containing thirty-nine books is 
that portion of Scripture which 
came into the hands of men 
before the incarnation of the 
Son of God, our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and records the history 
of the human race and of the 
nation Israel from _ their 
beginnings until about 425 B.C., 
as well as the poetic and 
prophetic expressions of inspired 
penmen during those many 
years. 


It was in Old Testament time 
that the first five Dispensations, 
concluding with the age of the 
Law, ran their course; but with 
the earthly manifestation, 
crucifixion, resurrection, and 
ascension of God in Christ a new 
Dispensation and a new 
Covenant came into being, and it 
is of this new Covenant that the 
last twenty-seven books of the 
Bible are concemed, as written 
in what we call the New 
Testament. It has been said that 
in the Old Testament the Lord 
Jesus Christ is concealed, while 
in the New Testament He is 
revealed, and this is very true. 
Throughout all the Bible, Old 
and New Testament, there is the 
witness of Christ, Who Himself 
said: “Search the Scriptures; for 


in them ye think ye have eternal 
life: and they are they which 
testify of me.” (John 5: 39).
